Cleveland, 0., May 24.--That the 


Standard Oil company is 'furnished 
with copies of pilfered telegrams sent 
er received by its competitors, says 
the Leader, is one of the startling 
charges slated for investigation dur- 
ing the interstate commerce commis- 
sion's hearings in this city. While of- 
ficials and witnesses were gathering 
in Cleveland preparing for the inquiry 
dispatches came from Lima telling of 
the accusations by independent men 
against employes of the telegram de- 
partment of the Buckeye Pipe Line 
company, one of the Standard's sub- 
sidiary, concerns. 


In brief, the charges which the com- 


mission is asked to investigate are: 
That ownership, leasing or contrac- 
tural right in 196,000 miles of track 
enables the company's employes.to 
transmit to 26 Broadway, New York, 
headquarters'of the Standard Oil. com- 
pany, copiei of all messages going to 
or from independent oil men in the 
territory involved; that daily reports 
of the oil run of the independent com- 
panies are sent to 26 Broadway In 
ample time for consideration at the 
daily meetings of the Standard of- 
clals; that the pilfered telegrams are 
not only of a business nature, but that 
in numerous cases secret political in- 
formation of the highest importance 
has been transmitted to headquarK s.

IT DISTURBS ADMINISTRATION 


Congressmen 
Landis and Wllllame 


Engage 
in a Tariff Debate, the 


Former Making a "Stand Pat" Argu- 
ment— Senate Pattern tht Immlfra- 
tion Bill—Longworth's Speech. 


v Washington, May 24.— The admin- 
istration, which. Is committed to a 
lock canal across the isthmus of Pam- 
ama, is disturbed by the growing senti- 
ment in the senate in favor of making 
the proposed canal appropriation ap- 
plicable only to the construction of a 
sea level canal in accordance with, the , 
majority report of the senate com- 
mittee on canals. 


President Roosevelt freely discussed 


the subject with the senate leaders, ,- '. 
who called at the white house, and ap- 
parently he is much concerned as to ; 
the outcome. As a result of the presl- ' ' 
dent's inquiry an attempt was made 
to ascertain how the senate stands on 
the question of canal type. There were 
too many absentees to make an effec- 
tive poll, but it was learned that sc '- 
eral senators' who had been counted 
, 


upon to support the. administration 
- 


program will vote for la sea level canal-' 


Thus far 10 canal bill has been per-, 
< 


fected and the .contest is likely itov 
be precipitated by .an attempt on the 
„ 


part of the advocates of the«ea lew" - 
type to declare that the appropriattoft- , 
for canal purposes shall be used only 
for purpose of a one level waterway.- 
Advocates of. the lock type, in order 
to win their point, will not have to 
pass a lock canal bill, but will hare to 
defeat any effort to define the manner 
in which the canal appropriation- 
shall be expended. Secretary Taft 
has informed the senate that If the 
type of canal is not determined by 
congress the president will not hesi- 
tate to proceed with the plans for * 
lock canal recommended by the minor- 
ity of the board of consulting *n- 
gineers. 


Officials charged with the direction 


of canal affairs believe that the housr 
is in accord with the adminlstratio* 
, 


program for a lock canal for'the tea-' ; 
son that it would cost much less and 
take far less time to build than .would 
be required for the sea level canal. 
With the two houses at odds it ap- 
pears that the administration' ptan, . 
must be successful, as the president 
was Inforired by senate leaders that 
congress would not be held long in 
session to contest the question. In 
view of the fact that there are no 
political questions involved it is not 
believed that against pronounced op- 
position from the house, or even a 
determined fight in the senate, a ma- 
jority in the latter body in favor of 
the sea level project easily, could be 
maintained. 


Tariff Speeches. 


Some time ago Congressman Ratney. 


(111.) 
made a

speech on the watch trust, asserting 
that watch manufacturers of the 
United States 
had one price for 


watches at home and a lesser price 
abroad. In the house today Charles 
B. Landis (Ind.). in a sense, answered 
Mr. Rainey, frankly admitting that 
American manufacturers had one price 
at home and another abroad, and he 
defended the practice as in accord 
with sood business methods, insisting 
that all countries sold their wares for 
less prices abroad than at home. Mr. 
Landis also paid some attention to a 
speech made by Bourke Cockran

the policy of protection as one of 
plunder, fountain square of all corrup- 
tion and tho cause of total demoralisa- 
tion of the American republic.
